Gov. 
Jewell then said : "All right, 


Doctor,'1 and settled back quietly 
upon his pillow. 


Gov. Jewell's family consists of a 


wife and two daughters, Mrs. William 
H. Strong, of Detroit, and Mrs. Ar 
thur M. Dodge, of New York. 
His 


mother survives him, being over 80 
yoaiy old. Her adopted daughter is 
the wife of John Bussell Young, 
Minister to China. The surviving 
brothers associated with him in bus- 
iness here are Pliny, Lynian B., for- 
merly in business in New York, and 
Charles A., now absent in the West 
a business trip, 
Gov. Jewell was ~>7 


years old 


, 111., Feb. 10. — About 


the only topic of conversation on the 
streets to-day is the robbery an4 
murder of Thomas McGregor and 
daughter, which occurred yesterday, 
just over the line in Ogle county. All 
possible efforts are being made to 
capture the robber and murderer, 
Norman H. Swartzell. He is the 
son of John Swartzell. The family 
resided for several years in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Michigan. While 
the parents were residents of Ohio, 
in 1854, on the 15th of February, 
Norman was born. Soon after his 
birth the father and mother removed 
to Three Kivers, Mich. 
Here the 


father died, about ten rears ago, and 
the mother then removed to Elkhart, 
Ind,, where she is at present resid- 
ing with one of her sons. Two oth- 
er sons reside in that place, and an- 
other at Laporte, Ind., while the fifth 
son, Alfred, resides in this city on 
the south sidu. Norman remained 
at home till he was about 15 years 
of age, when he suddenly disap- 
peared, and nothing was known of 
him for several years. He has trav- 
eled over the country considerably. 
and for a while worked at his trade 
— that of a brickmason. Soon after 
the death of his father, Norraan was 
married to a very estimable young 
lady, with whom he resided but a 
short time, leaving here suddenly 
and going to Texas, where he livod 
in Dennison City for a considerable 
length of time. While south he 
worked but little, and it is said he 
gained his living by gambling and 
stealing. 
He came to this city six 


weeks ago to-day, and calling on his 
brother, whom he had not seen for 
three years, went to his house. Ho 
remained there for two weeks, keep- 
ing in the house most of the time, 
and going out but little. 
Four 


weeks ago he went to work for the 
McGregors chopping wood. He re- 
mained there till last week Friday, 
when he returned to his brother's 
house, staying there till Monday of 
this week, when be again went to 
McGregor's, returning to the city 
the following day. He remained till 
Thursday night, when he committed 
the robber and murder. It has been 
learned that while he resided at Elk- 
hart he was obliged to skip the city 
for having committed a forgery. 
He 


was also arrested at a city in Michi- 
gan for some other misdemeanor. 
Swartzell has led a roving, dissolute 
life, and is considered by those who 
know him to be a bold, bad man, 
who would not scruple to commit 
any crime to accomplish a desired 
object. 


The latest news is that Swartzdel 


has been tracked to Kirkland, where 
he got off the train last night. An 
officer is on his track, and it is 
thought he will soon be captured.

A called meeting of the Macon County 


Board of Supervisors was held this after- 
noon at the court house. The meeting 
was called to order by Chairman Hill al 
2:15p. m., and the call of the roll showoc 
that all members of the board were presenl 
except Supervisors Davis, VanLper and 
Turner.

by Supervisor Hill to be that the bonrc 
make an appropriation of $5,000 to\rarc 
making permanent improvements at the 
fair grounds, provided the state fair is lo- 
cated here.

A LETTER FROM ME. LORD. 


Facts About Florida—Statements of Gen- 


eral Interest. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN: -Through the 


courtesy of your popular journal, I will 
give my friends a few dots of and about 
Florida, and more especially of this sec- 
tion. When I arrived in this place I was 
somewhat surprised to find the thermom- 
eter ranging from 38 to 50 Fahrenheit. 
There was at that time passing over this 
section of the country what is known or 
called a "cold wave'" which lasted for two 
or three days, yet doing no damage; since 
which time the weather has been delight- 
ful. 
To-day is a bright sunny day, with 


the thermometer at 80. The lands hero 


mostly high pine, with occasional 


spots of hammock varying in size from a 
few to many acres, the whole being dotted 
with deep clear lakes. The lauds are 
sufficiently rolling and undulating to add 
beauty nnd attractiveness to tho grandeur 
and picturesqueness of the forest which 
extends in either direction from the vil- 
lage. This ia a new town situated on the 
St. John and Lake Eustis railroad. There 
are here four business houses, which seem 
to be doing o fair trade; a neat and cozy 
little hotel of fifteen rooms, well kept, 
with two good boarding houses, all of 
which are filled to their utmost capacity. 
This climate is delightful and in my 
opinion the proper resort for those affect- 
ed with asthmatic, bronchial or pulmo- 
nary disease. It is known here that from 
the influence of the atmosphere those af- 
fected frequently experience immediate 
relief, and in many cases where the dis- 
ease has not assumed a confirmed form, 
a permanent cure. There are many per- 
sons in this vicinity that have been en- 
tirely restored to health. The people 
here are kind, c/ mmunicati"e and hos- 
pitable, nnd seem to be glad to have 
strangers stop among them. They are 
frugal, industrious and so honest as not 
to be suspecting, and are often made vie 
tims of and let their beautiful qraugo 
groves for a great deal less than their real 
value. Orange culture as a business and 
the climate for health are the grand de 
sideratums of the country, while early 
vegetable farming with other fruits of a 
tropical character are of no mean consid- 
eration. I am told that ordinary pine 
land will yield from ten to twelve bushels 
of corn per acre, and rye, oats, potatoes, 
with Sea-Island cotton are profitable pro- 
ductions. There are in this, section somo 
very fine bearing orange and lemon 
groves. I have learned of an orange grove 
on the Oolawaha river, not very distant, 
that is three miles long and one wide, 
that is a natural grove, oE the sour vari- 
ety, but was budded some years ago and 
now yields a fabulous income.

RAILROADS. 


An Ordinance In Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


SLCTION 1. Be it ordained bu lite Cilif Council 


of the city of Decatur, That it stall Iio imlnwl til 
for nny railroad company or corporation, con- 
ductor, engineer, agent or other employe ol 
any snob railroad company or corporation 01 
other person managing or controlling any 
locomotive engine, ear or truin \ipon nny rail- 
road truck within tho corporate limits of unit! 
city of nceatin1, to drive, propel or run any 
passenger train within the limits of said cit y at 
i greater rato of speed than ten miles per 
Kmr, or to drive, propel or rim within snid 
limits any locomotive engine, car or tram, 
other than a passenger train, at a greater rate 
of speed than six miles per hour, or In any 
manner to obstruct the tra\ el or passage along 
any sidewalk or street ol' taidcity liy plaeingor 
lenvlnff «pon, along or across any such siile- 
walk or street any truck, locomoti\ e en^ine,car 
or train of ears, or any material or thing what- 
soever for n longer period than ten minutes at 
any one time, and immediately theieaftcr lor 
the full period of ton minutes such sidewalk 
or street shall not bo again obstructed. Any 
company, corporation or person violating- any 
of the provisions of this section Bball lie suli- 
joct to a penalty of not leqs than Ih'e dollars 
nor more than two hundred dollars lor each 
and every offeuae. 


SKCTION*; That any railroad company or 
eorpoiation, which does now or heroalter may 
operate any railroad -within or through the 
corporate limits of said citv ot Deeatur, sliall 
construct and maintain sale, commodious und 
convenient crossings across the track of such 
railroad where tiie same intersects anjr street, 
lane or avenue of said eity the titll width of 
such street, lano or avenue, and shall also 
mako and maintain sulliclcnt and propor con- 
duits, culverts and gutte'S to carry oil' all 
water under or alonff such railroadtraok. The 
City Superintendent ol' Streets shall, from 
time to time, notify In writing tho station 
ngtnt or other offlocror ao-entol' any railroad 
company nloreeaid, within what time and in 
what manner said city will require tho con- 
struction or repair of the crossings, conduits, 
culverts and gutters aloresaul; and upon fail- 
ure of snch railroad company to construct or 
repair such crossings, conduits; culverts and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to the notice aforo- 
naiil, snob railroad company shall forfeit to 
said eity one hundred dollars; and upon tlio 
persistent refusal ot stiea railroad company 
to comply with tho notice aforesaid i or a period 
of thirty days after judgment ior tho ilrst ana 
each successive forteitu re, such railroad com- 
pany shall forfeit to Raid oity a like sum of ono 
hundred dollars. 


BECTIO 3. Any person having the manage- 
ment of any railroad locomotive, who shall 11111 
orarlvctho same within the corporate limits 
of said city without having placed on tho top 
of the chimney thereof a bonnet or spark ar- 
rester snlncient to preventall accidents by lire 
from the sparks of such locomotive, ot who 
shall fall to constantly ring the boll of suth 
locomotive while the nmn- is in motion, or 
who shall Btart such locomotive without ili-ht 
sounding the whistle or ringing the tell of 
such locomotive, or who shall blow off steam 
or unnecessarily blow tho whistle of such loco- 
motive when such locomotive is not in motion 
at a place and in a manner calculated to 1 right- 
en teams passing1 along or standing on the 
public streets or alleys of eaid city, eliall be 
subject to a tine for each and every onenGC- 
mentioned in this section of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 
SECTION!. Every locomothe engine, rail- 
road car or train of ears running in the night 
time on any railroad track within the limits of 
Bald city shall have and keep T\ hile so running 
a brilliant and conspicuous Hg-ht on the for- 
ward end, and while bucking a brilliant and 
conoplcuous light on the rear end of inch 
locomotive engine, car or train ot cars. Any 
railroad company, their unents or implores 
fallingtoobservethe provit-ion^of this section 
shall be liable, jointly and severally, to a line 
of not loss than ten (lollai-y nnr more thnn Iwn 
hundred dollais. 


KKOTION B. Whence cr the city i-nnin il ot 
said city shall determine that It 11 !ii-ee«- 
sarytohavcaliagman at the crossing of any 
of its streets over any railroad 
rumiinir 
through or Into the limits of siurt eity, il shall 
be the duty of the Cily Miushal of said city to 
at once nottfv the agent of tlio company or 
corporation owning, using or operating such 
railroad that a flagman is necessary at hiit-ti 
crossing, and it shall then be the duty of such 
railroad company, within ten days thereafter, 
to place and retain a flagman at such crossing 
who Bhall perform tho duties usually perform- 
ed or required of flagmen; and such ilngman 
Id hereby empowered to stop any and all per- 
sons from crossing sut a raiLi-oau track vhon- 
over In his opinion there is danger limn any 
approaching- train, ear or locomothe eiiLiinc. 
And any railroad company refusing 01 neg- 
lecting to place llagmen as rcqnlxd by this 
section, shall forfeit and pay to said cilv one 
hundred dollars per day for every day it'sliall
